You can vote!

If you are at least 18 years old, a U.S. citizen 
and a resident of Michigan, you can vote.

If you have a past conviction, you can vote.

If you are on parole, you can vote.

If you are on probation, you can vote.

If you are in or out of jail waiting to be 
sentenced, you can vote.

If you recently received or renewed a
Michigan ID or driver’s license,
you are registered to vote.

If the next election is less than two weeks from
the date you received or renewed your license,

you must go to your local clerk’s office with additional 
documentation in order to vote in that election.
